Vote  for  Agnos,  Hennessey, 
But  Forget  DA's  Race 

In  addition  to  a  host  of  city  propositions  on  the  Nov.  5  ballot,  voters  will  make  de- 
cisions about  who  will  fill  three  important  offices:  Mayor,  Sheriff  and  District  Attor- 
ney. 

Last  month  we  reported  our  unanimous  choice  for  Mayor  —  Art  Agnos  —  even  though 
in  discussing  the  endorsement  many  on  our  staff  acknowledged  that  they  felt  some 
contradictions  ubout  the  first  four  years  of  the  Agnos  tenure.  As  we  approach  the 
election,  it  is  clear  that  no  candidate  will  receive  a  majority  on  Nov.  5,  and  that  there 
will  certainly  be  a  December  runoff.  But  it  is  not  clear  at  this  point  who  will  be  in  the 
runoff,  and  it  is  obvious  that  every  single  vote  on  Nov.  5  could  make  a  difference  to 
that  end. 

We  strongly  believe  that  of  the  candidates  in  the  field,  Agnos  is  far  and  away  the 
best  choice  to  run  the  City  of  San  Francisco  for  the  next  four  years.  We  hope  you  will 
agree  with  us  and,  even  more,  make  sure  that  you  vote  on  Nov.  5  If  you  wait  for  a 
runoff  election  to  have  a  voice  in  your  future,  you  may  not  get  the  chance. 

Candidates  for  the  two  other  offices  on  the  ballot  are  running  unopposed.  We 
strongly  urge  you  to  vote  for  Sheriff  Michael  Hennessey.  He  is  a  rare  voice  of  reason 
in  the  criminal  justice  field,  and  has  brought  women  and  minorities  into  the  Sheriff's 
Department.  In  addition,  he  has  exercised  compassion  in  carrying  out  oilier  duties  of 
the  Sheriff's  Department,  such  as  evictions;  he  has  created  a  permanent  program  to 
assist  senior  and  disabled  San  Franciscans  facing  eviction.  Michael  Hennessey  de- 
serves the  strong  support  of  all  of  us. 

In  the  race  for  District  Attorney,  however,  we  cannot  endorse  Alio  Smith,  even 
though  he,  like  Hennessey,  is  running  unopposed.  Smith's  vendetta  against  hundreds 
and  hundreds  of  protesters  arrested  during  the  Gulf  War  —  his  decision  to  prosecute 
them  individually  even  when  there  was  no  evidence  of  any  violent  action  —  broke  pre- 
cedent with  past  practices  in  San  Francisco  and  ended  up  costing  the  taxpayers  valu- 
able funds  that  could  have  been  applied  to  other  crucial  city  needs. 

We  endorsed  Smith  in  his  race  for  State  Attorney  General  when  he  was  running 
against  an  ultra-conservative,  anti-choice  candidate,  Dan  Lundgren.  But  we  believe 
refraining  from  voting  for  Smith  this  time  around  will  send  a  strong  message  that  resi- 
dents of  Potrcro  Hill  reject  his  political  grandstanding  and  witchhunt  tactics. 
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No  on  A;  Yes  on  B  thru  E 

Propositions  A  through  E  were  placed  on  the  November  ballot  as  a  package  of  mea- 
sures dealing  with  issues  of  employee  relations  for  city  workers.  We  believe  Props.  B. 
C,  D  and  E  will  improve  labor  relations  in  the  city  and  reform  civil  service  procedures. 
Prop.  A,  however,  carries  far  more  pitfalls  than  promises.  Although  it  would  provide 
early  retirement  incentives  for  city  workers  —  something  we  certainly  support  on  u 
voluntary  basis  —  the  measure  could  do  significant  harm  to  city  services. 

Under  the  measure  at  least  half  --  but  no  fewer  than  500  --  vacated  positions  in  ser- 
vices other  than  police,  fire,  transit  and  health  could  be  permanently  eliminated,  able 
to  be  restored  only  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  This  could  allect 
mental  health,  library,  recreation  and  other  important  departments,  and  could  cause 
serious  problems  for  San  Franciscans. 

We  believe  that  a  job  should  be  eliminated  only  if  it  is  truly  unnecessary,  not  simply 
because  someone  retires.  Prop.  A  just  doesn't  make  sense;  it  deserves  a  NO  vote. 

Prop.  B.  on  the  other  hand,  would  replace  the  city's  cumbersome  method  of  salary 
surveys  with  a  process  of  collective  bargaining  similar  to  that  which  exists  in  oilier 
public  jurisdictions.  While  this  ordinance  has  its  weaknesses  —  for  example  the  ability 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  reject  the  decision  of  an  arbitration  panel  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote  --  Prop.  B  still  goes  a  long  way  to  bring  San  Francisco's  labor  relations  into 
the  20th  Century.  Vote  YES. 

Prop.  C  would  take  a  host  of  Civil  Service  rules  out  of  the  City  Charter,  where  they 
must  appear  on  the  ballot  every  time  a  change  is  needed,  and  place  them  before  the 
Civil  Service  Commission.  San  Francisco  is  currently  one  of  the  few  cities  with  suc.i 
rules  still  in  a  charter.  Prop.  C  would  make  it  far  easier  to  modernize  the  Civil  Serv- 
ice process.  Vote  YES. 

Prop.  D  is  a  mixed  bag,  but  it  would  go  a  long  way  to  correct  a  current  inequity  in 
the  way  civil  service  test  applicants  are  chosen  for  further  interviews.  Now  if  a  group 
of  people  receive  the  same  test  score,  they  are  ranked  according  to  their  Social  Secur- 
ity number  —  which  has  nothing  to  do  with  their  abilities.  Prop.  D  would  eliminate 
this  arbitrary  ranking  and  provide  interviews  to  all  scorers  of  the  three  top  test  grades. 
It  would  provide  a  larger  pool  of  applicants,  and  could  certainly  open  the  door  to 
charges  of  favoritism,  but  in  balance,  it  would  be  better  than  the  current  unfair  sys- 
tem, and  deserves  a  YES  vote. 

Prop.  E  would  provide  for  unpaid  leaves  of  absence  of  up  to  30  days  for  city  employ- 
ees charged  with  misuse  of  public  funds,  mistreatment  of  persons,  or  other  serious  in- 
fractions. If  an  investigation  —  which  must  be  conducted  within  30  days  --  finds  em- 
ployees innocent  of  charges,  they  could  be  reinstated  with  back  pay.  Currently,  ma.  y 
employees  remain  on  the  job  during  the  investigation  period.  On  balance,  we  believe 
Prop.  E  deserves  a  YES  vote. 

For  Affordable  Housing 
Yes  onL&M,  No  on  N 

Three  measures  on  the  November  5  ballot  can  have  an  important  effect  on  San 
Francisco's  growing  affordable  housing  crisis.  The  View  staff  strongly  believes  that 
YES  votes  on  two  of  the  propositions  —  L  and  M  —  will  help  ease  the  crisis,  but  that 
one  of  the  measures  —  Prop.  N  —  would  only  worsen  the  situation  and  deserves  a 
solid  NO  vote. 

Prop.  L  would  enable  125  units  of  affordable  senior  housing  to  be  built  on  an  area 
known  as  the  Phelan  Loop.  Opponents  of  the  measure  are  attempting  to  raise  the 
spectre  of  previous  Balboa  Reservoir  housing  proposals,  but  the  Balboa  Reservoir 
land  has  now  been  turned  over  to  City  College,  and  officials  of  the  College  strongly 
urge  a  YES  vote  on  Prop.  L.  We  believe  that  passage  of  this  measure  would  not  only 
provide  badly-needed  affordable  senior  housing;  it  would  also  send  a  signal  that  San 
Francisco's  voters  understand  that  this  city's  needs  must  be  met  in  somebody's  back 
yard,  and  are  turning  a  deaf  ear  to  those  who  claim,  "not  in  mine." 

Prop.  M  would  affirm  the  vacancy  control  ordinance  passed  earlier  this  year  by 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  signed  into  law  by  Mayor  Art  Agnos.  This  measure 
provides  for  increases  of  10,  12  or  14  percent  on  vacant  apartments,  instead  of  the 
unlimited  rents  that  can  be  charged  now;  in  addition,  it  allows  additional  increases 
for  landlords  who  have  kept  their  rents  low. 

We  on  the  View  have  been  strongly  supportive  of  vacancy  control  for  years,  as  a 
way  to  keep  San  Francisco's  rental  stock  within  the  reach  of  working  people.  But 
the  behavior  of  some  landlords  following  the  devastating  East  Bay  fire  —  raising 
rents  hundreds  or  even  thousands  of  dollars  simply  because  of  increased  demand  — 
provides  an  example  that  is  perhaps  extreme  but  nevertheless  chilling  of  what  can 
happen  without  some  form  of  vacancy  control. 

The  majority  of  San  Francisco  residents  are  renters,  and  the  economic  health  of 
the  city  depends  on  its  residents'  ability  to  find  housing  they  can  afford.  Prop.  M 
takes  a  major  step  in  this  direction  and  deserves  a  strong  YES  vote. 

We  believe  Prop.  N,  however,  deserves  a  strong  NO  vote.  It  would  remove  all 
limits  on  the  number  of  rental  units  that  could  be  converted  to  condominiums. 
Currently,  such  conversions  are  limited  to  200  per  year,  and  in  some  years  since 
this  limit  has  been  put  into  place,  there  have  not  even  been  200  applications. 

When  the  system  proposed  by  Prop.  N,  allowing  conversions  if  tenants  simply 
signed  approvals,  was  tried  in  San  Francisco  before,  nearly  90  percent  of  the  tenants 
in  converted  buildings  ended  up  not  buying  their  apartments.  San  Francisco  needs 
construction  of  more  affordable  units  for  home  ownership,  not  removal  of  rental 
stock.  Vote  NO  on  Prop.  N.

Yes  on  "L"  Urged 

Editor: 

A  little  over  a  year  ago,  The  View 
ran  a  story  about  an  elderly  woman 
(Jenny  B.)  who  was  being  evicted  from 
her  small  apartment  on  20th  Street 
because  her  building  had  been  purchased 
by  a  group  of  "tenants  in  common", 
and  how  Jenny's  low  income  and  the 
scarcity  of  appropriate  places  for  her 
to  live  made  it  very  difficult  for  her 
to  relocate. 

The  View  story  led  to  TV  coverage 
and  eventually  an  agreement  that 
allowed  Jenny  to  stay  while  waiting 
for  an  opening  at  one  of  the  few  places 
available  for  low  income  seniors  in 
San  Francisco  that  is  safe,  attractive, 
and  affordable.  The  waiting  list  when 
she  signed  up  was  about  three  years 
long. 

Unfortunately,  lengthy  waiting  lists 
for  affordable  senior  housing  are 
commonplace.  Last  month,  a  phone 
survey  of  housing  developments  for  low 
income  seniors  in  the  City  by  an  intern 
at  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  found 
that  all  of  them  have  waiting  lists,  some 
for  as  long  as  five  years,  and  that  only 
one  was  even  taking  applications. 

It  is  precisely  such  safe,  attractive, 
low-cost  housing  for  elderly  citizens 
that  is  the  subject  of  Proposition  L  on 
the  November  ballot.  Prop  L  concerns 
the  rezoning  of  a  roughly  two  acre 
strip  of  land  on  Ocean  Avenue  near 
City  College  to  allow  for  the  develop- 
ment of  120  units  of  permanently 
affordable  housing  for  seniors  and 
disabled  persons. 

Prop  L  provides  an  opportunity  to 
support  the  efforts  of  non-profit 
developers  to  create  safe  havens  for 
senior  renters  in  the  City.  While 
Jenny's  immediate  crisis  appears  to 
be  over  for  the  time  being,  the  general 
Citywide  crisis  of  affordable  housing 


for  people  like  her  is  not.  This  is  the 
voters'  chance  to  do  something  positive 
about  it  by  voting  YES  on  Proposition  L.

View  Shares  Vital  Info 

Editor: 

Several  issues  ago  in  the  Potrero  View, 
which  I  pick  up  at  the  Capricorn  Coffee 
Store  on  10th  Street,  I  noticed  an 
announcement  seeking  volunteers  for 
prostate  problem  studies,  by  researchers 
at  the  UCSF-VA  Medical  Center. 

I  responded  because  I  am  over  50  years 
old  and  heard  somewhere  that  many 
males  over  the  age  of  40  can  have  pros- 
tate trouble.  I  also  had  to  go  to  the 
bathroom  three  or  four  times  a  night, 
which  could  indicate  problems. 

Dr.  Prhalad  Jajodia  at  the  V.A.  put 
me  on  the  drug  study  and  I  took  the 
pills  for  a  month.  Then  the  study  re- 
quired an  Ultrasound  examination. 
This  showed  a  tumor  in  the  prostate, 
which  required  a  biopsy.  This  biopsy 
showed  cancer  of  a  medium  spreading 
rate,  which  evidently  had  been  growing 
undetected  for  several  years.  I  am  now 
donating  blood  for  my  surgery,  which 
is  scheduled  for  November  8.  I  have 
had  a  complete  physical  exam  annually 
for  years.  The  cancer  and  prostate 
problem  had  not  been  detected  in  my 
examinations  before. 

Had  I  not  read  your  article,  which 
has  been  repeated  frequently,  last  time 
in  the  October  issue,  I  feel  that  early 
intervention  would  not  have  occurred. 
Thanks  to  you  and  the  staff  at  UCSF 
and  the  Ft.  Miley  Veterans  Hospital. 
I  deeply  appreciate  your  community 
interest  in  providing  such  information.

In  a  world  where  overpaid  ball  players 
and  rowdy  rap  musicians  are  recognized 
as  heroes,  it  is  good  to  know  that  real- 
life  heroes  exist  —  and  occasionally  get 
some  recognition  of  their  own.  Case  in 
point:  last  month,  Emanuel  Stewart 
educational  assistant  at  the  Potrero  Hill 
Middle  School,  received  the  Daniel  B. 
Koshland  Civic  Unity  Award,  honoring 
his  community  work  in  the  Mission  Dis- 
trict neighborhood. 

The  San  Francisco  Foundation  presents 
the  Daniel  E.  Koshland  Award  in  honor 
of  its  namesake,  the  late  San  Francisco 
businessman  and  civic  leader  who  helped 
found  the  foundation,  which  supports 
community  activities  in  the  Bay  Area. 
The  Koshland  Award  goes  to  individuals 
who  have  demonstrated  a  sustained  com- 
mitment to  the  needs  of  a  strong  commu- 
nity, particularly  people  who  have  played 
a  vital  role  in  the  lives  of  children  and 
youth  within  a  particular  neighborhood. 

Stewart's  commitment  is  not  only  sus- 
tained, but  also  busy.  During  the  week, 


28-year-old  Stewart  works  each  morning 
with  at-risk  children  and  supervises  intra- 
mural activities  at  the  Potrero  Hill  Mid- 
dle School.  He  then  spends  his  afternoons 
as  athletic  director  and  leadership  advisor 
at  the  Mission  Branch  of  the  San  Francis- 
co Boys  and  Cirls  Club,  of  which  many 
Potrero  Hill  Middle  School  students  are 
members.  On  weekends,  he  oversees  the 
Mission  District's  Clean  Sweep  Program. 
Under  his  direction,  several  high  school 
age  children  clean  the  neighborhood 
streets.  Stewart  is  proud  of  the  commit- 
ment they  show.  "These  kids  get  up  and 
take  on  this  leadership  role  and  do  it 
every  Saturday  morning,  early  Saturday 
morning." 

As  part  of  the  award,  Stewart  will  re- 
ceive a  $1,000  personal  award  and  $5,000 
to  go  to  neighborhood-based  nonprofit 
organizations  of  his  choice.  He  plans  to 
distribute  that  money  to  various  groups, 
including  the  Clean  Sweep  Program  and 
the  Mission  Housing  Development  Corpora 
tion,  which  helps  fund  development  pro- 
jects in  the  Mission  District.  Though  the 
rules  of  the  award  require  that  most  of 
the  prize  money  go  to  the  neighborhood 
for  which  the  awardee's  work  was  honor- 
ed, in  this  case  the  Mission  District, 
Stewart  intends  to  donate  a  small  por- 
tion of  his  award  to  the  physical  educa- 
tion and  special  education  departments 
of  the  Potrero  Hill  Middle  School. 

A  lifetime  San  Francisco  resident, 
Stewart  has  a  degree  from  San  Francisco 
State  University,  with  a  major  in  Fine 
Arts  and  a  minor  in  Physical  Education. 
To  relax,  he  paints  a  lot.  "It  eases  the 
mind."  He  also  reads  and  listens  to  "a 
lot"  of  rowdy  rap  music.

In  Oakland  Museum  Show

Wl.cn  lifelong  Potrero  [fill  resident 
Linda  Loskutoff  went  Oct.  26  to  the  Oak- 
land Museum  for  the  opening  of  the  ex- 
hibit on  "Russian  America:  The  Forgot- 
ten Frontier,"  it  gave  h  er  a  special  pride 
in  her  "sense  of  ethnic  identity."  For  in 
the  exhibit  is  the  Bible  given  to  her 
great-grandfather,  Simon  Murkclcvich 
Loskutoff,  in  1907  when  he  left  the  Russ- 
ian region  of  Kars,  in  the  Caucasus,  to 
come  to  America  —  more  specifically,  to 
Potrero  Hill,  San  Francisco's  oldest 
Russian  community. 

The  Bible  and  other  family  mementos, 
some  of  which  are  also  in  the  Oakland 
museum  exhibit,  had  been  on  a  shelf  in 
Loskutoff's  closet  for  20  years.  When 
she  was  approached  this  summer  by 
Maria  Sakovich,  coordinator  of  the  ex- 
hibit's section  on  California's  Russian 
communities,  Loskutoff  found  the  Bible 
und  other  items  and,  she  notes,  "I  really 
started  thinking  about  what  they  ull 
meant  when  I  took  them  out." 

The  exhibit,  which  runs  at  the  Oakland 
Museum  until  Jan.  5,  contains  a  signifi- 
cant amount  of  art  and  artifacts  on  the 
Russian  settlement  in  what  is  now  Alas- 
ka (including  several  dozen  early  19th 
Century  watercolors  by  Mikhail  Tikhon- 
ov),  and  on  the  settlement  in  Fort  Ross 
on  the  Northern  California  Coast  --  a 
center  for  the  ultimately  unsuccessful 
Russian  pursuit  of  sea  otters. 

But  a  special  section  on  California's 
Russian  communities,  added  after  the 
exhibit  had  been  seen  in  Alaska  and  the 
Pacific  Northwest,  highlights  the  Potrero 
Hill  Molokan  Russian  community  as  well 
;is  | Ik-  local  Russian  Orthodox  and  Russ- 
ian Jewish  communities. 

Coordinator  Sakovich  spoke  with  Los- 
kutoff, Potrero  Hill  Archives'  Peter  Lin- 
onlhal  und  Hill  Molokan  Hazel  Rudomel- 
kin  in  developing  the  exhibit;  in  fact, 
Rudometkin  offered  a  jar  of  delicious 
berry  jam  to  help  sweeten  the  chai  serv- 
ed at  the  exhibit's  press  preview,  a  Russ- 
ian tea  party  complete  with  working 
samovar. 

"Molokans  trace  their  roots  to  a  17th 
Century  movement  among  Russian  peas- 
ants away  from  Russian  orthodoxy,"  an 
explanatory  sign  at  the  exhibit  notes. 
"While  many  of  San  Francisco's  third 


generation  have  moved  to  the  suburbs 
and  beyond,  the  community  on  Potrero 
Hill  remains  very  viable.  Families  often 
travel  50  miles  for  Sunday's  sobraniya." 

i.ith  recent  governmental  recognition 
of  the  one  million  Molokans  in  the  USSR, 
ties  between  California  and  Soviet  Mol- 
okans are  being  restored,"  the  exhibit 
information  points  out.  Many  Hill  Molo- 
kans no  doubt  have  relatives  in  the 
USSR,  but  Loskutoff  notes  she  has  no 
idea  what  nappened  lo  the  descendants 
of  the  great-uncle  who  had  given  Simon 
Loskutoff  the  Bible  bock  in  1907. 

Between  1905  and  1912,  about  1,000 
Postoyannie  (Steadfast)  Molokans  settled 
on  Potrero  Hill,  and  the  Molokan  Church 
was  established  on  Carolina  Street  in 
1930.  The  exhibit  features  a  large  color 
photograph  of  the  50th  anniversary  re- 
union of  the  church  on  April  20,  1980,  as 
well  as  the  1980  Jubilee  Book,  "commem- 
orating 150  years  of  Molokan  history  in 
Russia  and  50  years  in  San  Francisco." 

There  is  a  photo  by  Loskutoff  of  Molo- 
kan women  wearing  the  kasin'ka,  the 
traditional  women's  headcovcring,  and 
alongside  it  in  the  exhibit  case  is  a  beau- 
tiful kasin'ka  hand  crocheted  by  Rudomet- 
kin. There  is  the  1973  Cookbook  by  the 
Molokan  Women's  Circle,  opened  to  a 
recipe  for  the  noodle  disli  lapsha  "for  a 
large  Church  dinner  (200-250  people)" 
next  to  a  1974  photo  of  Dorothy  Soriakoff 
in  the  Russiun  Molokan  Church  kitchen, 
making  lapsha. 

Also  part  of  the  exhibit  is  a  photo  of 
the  farewell  dinner  for  flic  Russian  Con- 
sul General  held  at  the  Potrero  Hill 
Neighborhood  House  on  June  30,  1944, 
lent  to  the  Oakland  Museum  by  Rudomet- 
kin, as  well  as  a  dramatic  1915  photo  of 
the  funeral  of  the  son  of  Nick  and  Mary 
Loskutoff  at  1027  De  Haro  St. 

At  the  exhibit  opening,  Sakovich  intro- 
duced Loskutoff  to  the  local  Russian  Con- 
sul, who  asked  her,  "Are  you  Russian?" 
She  automatically  answered  "yes,"  but 
then,  she  mused,  "It  got  me  to  thinking: 
We  were  kicked  out  of  Russia;  We  were 
persecuted;  Am  I  Russian  or  am  I  Ameri- 
can or  what?" 

Although  the  answer  to  that  question  is 
hard  to  define,  she  knows  "there  is  in- 
creased interest  in  all  Russian  people  in 
general.  1  know  we  all  left  because  we

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"The  Good  Woman  of  Bangkok"  is  Honest 
Look  at  Sex,  Power  in  the  Third  World

One  of  the  more  sobering  effects  of  the 
recent  Clarence  Thomas  -  Anita  Hill  de- 
bacle is  the  realization  that  powerful  men 
can  continue  to  exploit  women  with  im- 
punity. In  many  ways  Dennis  O'Rourke's 
latest  film,  '"I  he  Good  Woman  of  Bang 
kok."  which  opens  its  exclusive  Bay  Area 
engagement  at  the  Roxie  (3117  -  16th  St.) 
Nov.  15,  grapples  with  the  same  issues 
raised  during  the  confirmation  hearings 
—  sex,  women  and  power,  and  the  rela- 
tions between  men  and  women. 

In  1989,  O'Rourke,  at  age  43  and  reel- 
ing from  the  effects  of  a  failed  marriage, 
set  off  for  Bangkok  with  the  intention  of 
finding  a  Thai  prostitute  with  whom  he 
could  fall  in  love.  However,  the  film- 
maker's journey  to  Bangkok  —  the  mecca 
for  western  men  with  fantasies  of  exotic 
sex  and  love  without  pain  —  was  not  sole- 
ly motivated  by  his  desire  to  "understand 
how  love  could  be  so  banal  and  yet  so 
profound";  he  also  wanted  to  document 
the  experience  and  make  it  into  a  film. 

Aoi  (Thai  for  "sugar  cane"  or  "sweet"), 
the  young  beauty,  who  is  both  the  sub- 


ject and  sex  object  of  O'Kourke's  film, 
earns  her  living  as  a  prostitute  in  Patpong, 
the  red-light  district  of  Bangkok. 

In  candid  interviews,  Aoi  emerges  as 
an  enormously  thoughtful  yet  emotional- 
ly fragile  young  woman  who  never  en- 
gages in  self-deception  nor  shares  the 
filmmaker's  romanticism  about  sexuality. 
Often  wistful,  Aoi  recounts  how  she  was 
mistreated  and  finally  deserted  by  her 
husband  when  she  was  two  months  preg- 
nant, and  how  she  was  forced  into  prosti- 
tution by  her  family's  poverty,  in  particu- 
lar, her  father's  gambling  debts. 

The  "documentary-fiction"  film  consists 
of  interviews  with  Aoi  (taped  in  the 
couple's  love  nest  in  the  Rose  Hotel),  her 
"bargirl"  friends,  drunken  customers,  and 
Aoi's  aunt.  Through  the  aunt,  we  learn 
about  Aoi's  early  years  of  rejection,  an 
ill-fated  marriage,  and  the  young  woman's 
acute  embarrassment  at  being  born  blind 
in  one  eye.  O'Rourke  juxtaposes  these 
interviews  with  graphic  footage  of  bark- 
ers, seedy  bars,  and  young  prostitutes 
with  their  clientele,  the  male  (pre- 
dominantly white)  tourists  who  crowd  the 
streets  and  bars  of  Patpong  in  hopes  of 
fulfilling  their  sexual  fantasies  with 
exotic  women.

it  Erika  Luckett,  Musical  duet;  the 
Mascaritas  Puppet  Theater  and  the  ever 
popular  children's  songs  of  Jon  Fromer 
and  Francisco  Herrera.  Phone  252-5957. 


By  most  standards,  this  film  is  challen- 
ging, both  in  its  content  and  imagery.  A 
particularly  disturbing  scene,  in  slow 
motion  in  an  elevator,  features  two  mid- 
dle-aged men  taking  a  young  girl  (per- 
haps 11  or  12)  up  to  their  room  for  the 
night.  This  chilling  moment,  together 
with  gritty  bar  scenes  of  nude  women 
dancing  and  performing  like  automatons 
under  glaring  spotlights,  may  be  difficult 
viewing  for  some  members  of  the 
audience. 

O'Rourke,  an  Australian,  has  been  criti- 
cized for  exploiting  Aoi,  a  Third  World 
prostitute,  in  order  to  make  his  film. 
Although  O'Rourke's  direct  participation 
in  the  film  is  self-effacing  and  limited 
to  a  few  soft-spoken  questions  and  re- 
marks, his  decision  to  engage  in  a  sexual 
relationship  with  the  25-year-old  prosti- 
tute for  purposes  of  satisfying  his  sexual 
and  artistic  curiosity  is  questionable. 
Moreover,  O'Rourke's  efforts  to  liberate 
Aoi  from  a  life  of  hopelessness  —  he 
agrees  to  buy  her  a  rice  farm  if  she  gives 
up  prostitution  —  smacks  of  paternalism, 
and,  of  course,  guilt. 

Notwithstanding  the  controversy  re- 
garding O'Rourke's  relationship  with  Aoi, 
the  power  of  "The  Good  Woman"  lies  in 
the  filmmaker's  refusal  to  sentimentalize 
Aoi's  life,  and  to  render  a  judgment  about 
her  decision  to  remain  a  prostitute  (Aoi's 
efforts  to  manage  a  rice  farm  proved 
futile,  and  she  returned  to  prostitution 
within  a  year  of  O'Rourke's  departure 
from  Bangkok). 

Throughout  the  film,  Aoi  manages  to 
demonstrate  a  quiet  dignity  that  cannot 
be  extinguished  by  O'Rourke  or  the  crass 
"foreigners"  that  pay  her  for  sex.  She  is 
never  compromised  by  the  filmmaker's 
presence,  and  makes  no  effort  to  exclude 
O'Rourke  when  she  expresses  her  contempt 
and  distaste  for  men. 

O'Rourke  believes  "The  Good  VVoman  of 
Bangkok"  is  about  prostitution  as  a  meta- 
phor for  capitalism,  and  for  all  relations 
between  men  and  women.  It  is  this  and 
more.  It  is  a  challenging  film  that  docu- 
ments the  filmmaker's  honest  attempts 
to  come  to  terms  with  love  and  sex  in  the 
Third  World. 

More  important,  it  is  a  compelling  and 
poignant  portrait  of  Aoi,  a  young  good 
woman  trying  to  eke  out  a  living  in  an 
imperfect  world  —  a  world  in  which  she 
must  "block"  her  ears  and  "close"  her 
eyes  when  forced  to  perform  perverse 
sexual  acts  with  men  who  are  rich  and 
powerful.

Tiny  Ashes  Send 
Tragic  Message

When  ashes  came  drifting  out  of  the 
sky  onto  Potrcro  Hill  that  afternoon  of 
October  21)  we  all  knew  something  dread- 
ful was  happening.  But  the  grey  drop- 
pings were  too  small,  gathering  like  cel- 
estial dandruff  on  steps  und  yard  furni- 
ture, too  impersonal  for  us  to  react  to 
them  on  more  than  u  superficial  level. 

But  then  into  this  View  staffer's  back- 
yard on  Dc  Haro  Street  flouted  evidence 
that  was  less  anonymous.  It  was  a  four 
by  six  inch  piece  of  charred  paper  with 
printing  still  readable  on  it,  front  and 
back,  the  ink  having  burned  to  gray  on 
the  charred  paper's  black.  It  was  a  page 
from  someone's  copy  of  "The  Great  Gats- 
by,"  capriciously  delivered  as  a  messuge 
to  this  yard. 

And,  the  message  that  was  suddenly 
und  forcefully  brought  home  to  this 
staffer  was  that  it  was  a  human  tragedy 
that  was  being  played  out  in  the  liasl 
Bay,  and  the  small  gray  bits  of  ash  sud- 
denly were  not  impersonal  at  all.  They 
were  fragments  of  peoples'  lives  with  no 
less  an  impact  for  being  smaller  than 
that  page  of  "The  Great  Gatsby."

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View  Softballers  Repeat 
As  Media  League  Champs

Not  since  the  bygone  days,  approxim- 
ately eight  years  ago,  of  the  fully 
uniform-clad  clan  of  the  Media  Free- 
lancers, lias  a  Bay  Area  Media  Softbull 
League  team  repeated  as  champs.  That 
is,  not  until  the  Potrero  View  squad  oust- 
ed D'Lctc  Media  last  month  at  Parkside 
Field  in  San  Francisco  by  a  score  of  8  - 
to-3. 

The  View  squad  has  certainly  made 
amends  for  two  previous  championship 
game  losses  with  back-to-back  sterling 
seasons.  The  ragtag  players,  in  their 
rainbow  hue  of  team  shirts  spanning  a  de- 
cade, rwllied  together  all  season  to  beat 
back  threats  to  their  crown.  Selfish  and 
greedy,  the  View  refused  to  relinquish 
the  crown  as  a  pesky  and  much  improved 
D'Lete  Media  kept  nipping  at  their  heels. 

The  name  of  the  game  throughout  the 
playoffs  for  the  View  has  been  outstand- 
ing defense.  While  limiting  the  opposing 
team  to  only  a  few  four-out  innings  (the 
result  of  the  occasional  error),  the  View 
collectively  has  been  on  a  mission  to  rob. 
steal,  trick,  outmaneuver  and  otherwise 
just  plain  take  away  what  appeared  to  be 
obvious  hits. 

Dirt,  grime,  bumps  and  bruises  paid 
off  as  fielder  after  fielder  made  the 
routine  as  well  as  the  difficult  play. 

The  game  in  question  was  certainly  not 
easily  won.  D'Lete  Media,  led  by  Ethan 
Bortman  and  the  League's  "Main  Muse," 
Mike  O'Neill,  had  been  on  a  season-long 
mission  to  upend  the  View.  Having  come 
close  in  the  season's  final  game,  a  narrow- 
ly won  12-inning  affair,  the  View  didn't 
take  its  opposition  lightly.  This,  like  most 
championship  games,  was  a  low  scoring 
affair  with  a  key  play  deciding  the  con- 
test. 

The  View  scored  first  in  the  third  inn- 
ing by  scraping  together  a  string  of  hits 
to  knock  across  two  runs;  a  key  hit  de- 
livered by  Steve  Mielenhausen.  D'Lete 
returned  the  favor  in  the  bottom  of  the 
fourth  with  a  towering  two  run  shot  off 
the  bat  of  Leo  "Hollywood"  Henderson 
that  eluded  a  lunging  stab  by  a  View  out- 
fielder. 

The  drama  continued  in  the  bottom  half 
of  the  seventh  with  a  little  roughhouse 
at  second  base,  when  D'Lete  scored 
another  run  to  take  the  lead.  View  short- 
stop and  resident  mild-mannered  Irish- 
man "Birdman"  Murray  was  unceremoni- 
ously "dumped"  at  second  base  on  his  at- 
tempt to  turn  "two"  by  a  wide  and  ag- 
gressive slide.  Cooler  heads  prevailed 
after  some  references  and  questions  as 
to  peoples'  heritage  and  family  back- 
ground were  put  to  rest. 

Has  this  the  spark  that  the  View  was 
looking  for  in  this  3-2  contest?  The 
answer  came  in  the  top  of  the  eighth  with 


a  titanaic  shot  that  rocketed  high  und 
deep  over  the  right  field  fence,  breaking 
numerous  limbs  of  u  now  defoliated  pine 
tree.  "Jumping"  Joe  Vvolfcale's  blast  left 
no  doubt  and  with  one  runner  aboard.the 
View  regained  the  lead  4-3.  Now  emo- 
tionally pumped,  the  View  was  not  to  be 
denied.  Wolfcale  returned  to  the  mound 
highly  motivated  to  shut  down  the  stalk- 
ing blue  breasted  battalion. 

Things  went  smoothly  in  the  bottom  of 
the  eighth,  and  the  team  seemed  to  be 
taking  the  advice  of  the  venerable  Ultra 
Fuel  sage,  Joe  Wilson,  who  requested  that 
the  team  "just  calm  down."  Our  heroes 
accordingly  relaxed  enough  to  put  the 
game  away  in  the  top  of  the  ninth  with 
a  four  run  outburst  by  Zuckerman, 
Murray,  Sondheim,  and  Wilson.
